MORRISVILLE, Oct. 24 — The 
Morrisville Borough Ckw ne 11 lust 
night deferred action on a pro­ 
posed 
mercantile 
tat ordinance 
which would Impose sanitary con­ 
trols and restrictions on roadside 
stands and hawkers' wagons which 
have sprung up near the Fairless 
plant of the U. 8. Steel Corp. 
Uounciltnsn Nicholas T. Mlslan, 
who was scheduled to introduce the 
ordinance at the special council 
meeting, said he had decided to 
(metpone Ihe action In order to give 
business men an opportunity to 
present their views on the measure. 
Mlsland said estimates are being 
made to determine the amount of 
the tax to be levied on retail and 
wholesale business In the area. A 
State law allows a one mill tax on 
annual gross retail business and 
one half mill on gross wholesale 
business 
Ile said it was hts intention to set 
a limit on the amount a business 
man would pay. lf the millage rate 
was In excess of the established flat 
rate, he explained, the business 
man would not have to pay more 
than the flat rate. 
Mlslan said the measure also In­ 
cur po* ates a licensing procedure 
which would eliminate the "u n ­ 
sanitary" lunch stands and road­ 
side hawkers along th# route to the 
new steel plant.
